The President and Directors of 
the Lacombe Agricultural Society 
are to be congratulated on the suec- 
cess of the 1918 exhibition. In 
point of management this year’s 
exhibition ranks highest in our ser- 
ies of like events, and we are 
pleased to be able to state that the 


society comes out ahead financ- 
ially for the first time in many 
years. 

At least three thousand people 
were on the grounds on Friday 
afternoon, and apparently were 
enjoying themselves. The races 
were very interesting, and other 
attractions held the attention of 
the young folks. 

Had the directors received the 
support of the farmers in the way 
of exhibits, this years’s exhibition 
would have the record for Central 
Alberta. From apathy, indiff- 
erence or lack of time, the exhibit 
was disheartening. In many of 
the cattle classes there was not one 
entry, althought no district in Al- 
berta has more prosperous breed- 
ers. The Hall exhibit was poor 
but this may be attributed to the 
fact that our women are busily en- 
gaged in war work and have not 
the time or the inclination to do 
fancy work in these times. 

It is up to the farmers to make 
the Lacombe Exhibition a success 
It is true that there is not any mo- 
ney for the individual exhibitor, 
the prize money being hardly suffi- 
cient to pay for the trouble, but 
aside from the individual finan- 
cial gain, the farmer who brings 
his stock gains hundreds of dollars 
through the advertising he and his 
district gets. 

Lieut—Gov. Brett was in atten- 
dance on Friday. He was expec- 
ted on Thursday to open the Exhi- 
bition, but owing to some hitch in 
arrangements he did not arrive 
until Friday. He was greatly im 
pressed with the exhibits in the 
children’s competitions, and con- 
gratulated the Society on their de- 
cision to make this competition a 
yearly event. He addressed the 
children who had entries in, and 
presented the prizes.

most interesting and most hope- 
ful. We must not cherish extrav- 
agant anticipations, but there is 
sufficient ground after the happen- 
ings of the past two months for 
cheerfulness and gratitude. (Ap- 
plause.) 
When they thought of the anx- 


‘ jeties of March, April and May, an 


enormous and almost provident- 
ial change had come about, the 
Great German offensive of the 
Somme, Lys and the Aisne had en- 
ded in a tremendous collapse. 

‘*We had been looking forward 
to an offensive,’’ General. Smuts 
continued, ‘‘which was to paraly- 
ze our armies, finally leading, am- 
ong other things, to the capture of 
Paris and the end of the war as 
well.’’ 

“‘The great blow had come and 
what had happened? On the Mar- 
ne the tide had been turned as it 
had been in 1914, but perhaps in a 
more significant sense. (Cheers) 

‘‘We hope and trust that this 
time the tide has been turned fin- 
ally and conclusively (cheers). 
The gaps in the Allied armies due 
to defection of Russia have been 
made up with much sterner stuff 
from the United States (cheers). 
They are pouring across the Atlan- 
tic at the rate of more than a quar- 
ter of a million a month and it 
would not be so long before the 
American army in France would 
be as large as the Anglo-French 
combined (loud cheers.) 

‘‘When it is remembered that 
Germany at the height of her pow- 
er before the Americans came in 
could not strike this paralyzing 
blow, what will be her position 
when America’s new and incom- 
parable army is fully on the scene? 
We can be confident as regards the 
end, be it far or near. It is as 
sure as the rising of the sun to- 
morrow.’’ (Loud Cheers.) 

Referring to the political situa- 
tion in South Africa, General 
Smuts said the clements which 
made for unity and strength are 
far stronger than the sporadic in- 
fluences working in the direction 
of disunion. 

‘What our valour achieved in 
this war, 1 hope our statesmanship 
will retain after peace,’’ said the 
General, who added that the boun- 
daries of South Africa were not 
going to remain where they are. 
This was the countries strongest 
wish in the interests of the Em 
pire and the whole of South Afri- 
ca that German southwest Africa 
remain part of our _ territory. 
(Loud Cheers). 

“Then our - territories would 
stretch to the Zambesi and Cunene 
rivers in that great territory and 
a great heritage will be established 
for future generations,’’ conclud- 
ed Gen. Smuts.

For Wheat Flour 


—o— 

On and after July 15th licene- 
ed retailers west of Port Arthur 
must carry and sell not 
than one pound of substitiute to 
four pounds vf wheat or stand- 
ard flour. Retail grocers are for- 
bidden after that date to sell flour 
unless substitutes in the proport- 
ions stated are purehased by the 
consumer. 

The Order-in Council defines, as 
substitiutes for wheat flour the 
following: Corn, oats, barley, rice, 
rye, buekwheat, tapioca, or pota- 
toe flour, bran, shorts, oatmeal rol- 
led oats, cornmeal, corn starch, 
hominy, corn grits, rye meal, rice 
tapioca, or any mixture of same, 
and potatoes. Four pounds of po- 
tatoes will be considered equival- 
ent to one pound of other substit- 
utes. 

This notice has been issued from 
the Canada Food Board, and the 
public are warned that they are 
liable to a heavy penalty, as well 
as the retailer if they purchase any 
flour without also purchasing the 
substitutes. If you or a dealer 
do not conform to this law, you 
are just as much a traitor to your 
country as if you were selling se- 
crets to Germany.
